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Alia’s Art Focuses on Growth 
Mattapoisett Museum

One image displays brightly colored flowers 
at the bottom and a classic New England forest and 
American flag at the top. 

This painting is called “Cultivate” and is one of 
many meaningful paintings conducted by Old Rochester 
Regional High School rising senior Alia Cusolito. 

The image captures what it is like for a liberal- 
minded member of the Lesbian Gay Bisexual Transgender 
and Questioning community to grow up in Rochester, a 
conservative farm town. The title “Cultivate” represents 
the growth needed for a farm community to thrive, as 
well as the growth needed for a LGBTQ student to thrive 
in such a community. 

For the first time in recent memory, according to 
Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum members, the 
museum hosted an art exhibit from one local student. 

Cusolito says it started off as a contest in which 
museum directors called for paintings and other art 
during Pride Month. Cusolito did just that but also 
impressed members with art representing life as a small- 
town teen, as well as art capturing the struggles and 
triumphs of the LGBTQ community. 

Cusolito hosted an exhibit last Saturday and was 
busy chatting about art with members of the public. 

Some were paintings and some were collages. 
Almost all drew “oohs” and “ahs” from members of 
the public who were in and out on a sunny Saturday 
afternoon. 

A lover of all arts, including music, Cusolito’s 
work reflected some diverse interests, including one 
spontaneous jam session with a guitarist friend. Cusolito 
has been singing in chorus since elementary school and 
also plays the piano and banjo. The colorful painting of

friend Jay captured the sheer joy of spontaneous music for 
teens. 

“It’s my friend group and my sense of community 
and joy with them,” Cusolito said. “I wanted to convey 
that.” 

Another painting captured what it is like for 
LGBTQ students to grow up in America today. Others 
tackled racism, climate change and standing up against 
violence. Some featured paintings, collage cut-outs from 
magazines and other media all in one. 

“I like having mixed media. It’s more of an 
interesting combination,” Cusolito said. 

In addition to art, Cusolito is also the copresident

Feeder a Buffet for Ornery Fisher

The Fisher Cat has a typical, weasel-anatomy 
shape with a long, slender body, short legs and a fuzzy 
tail.

Bringing Her Subjects to Life 
By Marilou Newell 

There is a tender touch to artist Jane Egan’s work. 
Quite possibly, it stems from her perspective that all 
subject matter rendered by her hand is portraiture. It is 
also possible that this artist is in tune with all her subjects, 
animal and otherwise. Egan’s paintings are featured on 
exhibit now at the Mattapoisett Library through the end of 
July. 

Classically trained, Egan spent a number of years 
teaching art at the elementary school level, but Egan has 
been creating art nearly her entire life. She spent some 
years being rather famously noted as, “the lady who 
paints children,” in the Crescent Beach neighborhood 
where she grew up. “I painted the local children until my 
own babies came along, and then I painted my babies,” 
she shared with a little smile in her voice. 

Egan trained in the use of oil paints, as well as 
water colors and others at the Boston University School 
for Art. But once she found pastels, she never looked 
back. Using pastels gives the finish works texture, and 
the crystals in the pigments reflect light, she explained. 

“I never smooth it out. I leave it to reflect the light. 
It’s vibrant.” It has been many years since Egan began 
working just about exclusively in pastels. 

A little research tells us that pastels were first 
developed in the 16" century in Italy by taking pure, 
powdered pigments and mixing them with enough gum 
Arabic and fish or animal glue to bind them. Today, 
instead of animal glue, gum, clay or resin are used to bind 
the color. Artists Jacopo Bassanoo and Federico Barocci are 
credited with being some of the first to embrace the use of 
pastels during the Renaissance.

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to imagine with the use of 
plants. The team wanted to 
evoke the dry yet coastal 
climate, the look and feel 
of the southern Italian 
coast where palm trees, 
cactus and succulents grace * 
ancient rock features and F 
stucco buildings.

This fundraiser 
has become an annual staple of summertime fun hosted 
by the Mattapoisett Land Trust and the Mattapoisett 
Museum. This year the event is scheduled for Thursday, 
August 3, at 5:30 pm at the Munro Preserve at 
Mattapoisett Harbor. 

As museum board member Jennifer McIntire 
recalls, in 2015, “It began when Mike (Huguenin, 
president of the MLT) suggested we find new avenues 
for collaboration between the historical society (aka the 
Mattapoisett Museum) and the land trust.” One idea the 
museum board explored was a clambake, but “there were 
too many mollusk allergies and aversions.” However, 
the concept of bringing the two groups together was 
embraced. 

Then a board member of the museum, Chris 
Demakis, shared a recent event he had attended in 
Fairhaven, a “dinner en blanc.” Subcommittees from both 
organizations met to begin preliminary planning. While 
the en blanc concept was dropped, the food aspect evolved 
into a community picnic. 

Tickets were sold for tables of 10 or smaller 
seating, and participants received a table they could view 
as a blank canvas. Decorating was highly encouraged. 
With imaginations set free, all manner of decorations from 
pirate themes to elegant floral arrangements arrived at 
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Munro Preserve. As the years have gone by, the decorative 
fun returns each year. There has even been a group that 
makes its own fascinator hats fit for queens. 

Music is also part of the ticket price. This year, 
entertainment will be organized by Seth Assar. And there 
will be oysters. Three local growers, Dale Leavitt, Mike 
Ward and Bob Field, will provide this finger food. A small 
fee for each shelled beauty is expected. 

McIntire shared that from a historical perspective, 
picnics and clambakes have long been part of the 
Mattapoisett summer scene. She said there are numerous 
old photos in the museum memorializing such events. 
Think, ladies in white linen dresses and men in straw 
hats. 
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McIntire went on to say that although the event is 
a fundraiser for the two organizations, it is not earmarked 
for specific purposes. “The event is more of a “fun-raiser,” 
she said, adding that these are two exceptional nonprofit 
organizations and that the picnic helps to raise awareness.

Water Access Maintained with Road to Solar 
Rochester Select Board

Rochester’s Select Board voted Monday night 
to not exercise its Right of First Refusal to purchase 7.3 
acres at 109 Neck Road that are being taken out 61A 
agricultural protection land for development of a solar 
energy array there. 

But first, the board paused over Town Moderator 
and Finance Committee Chairman David Arancio’s 
questioning of whether this action fits the town’s long- 
term goals. 

Noting that the land in question is close to a 
town water resources, Snipatuit Pond, and that the town 
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is concerned about frequently losing access to those 
resources to other surrounding communities, Arancio 
asked, “What is the long-term plan here? How do we 
ensure down the road that the town can look at this and 
have access if we need it?” 

This made the board stop before the final 
approval vote. Select Board member Brad Morse noted 
this action is just to take part of a larger 61A parcel for 
road access to the solar facility. Select Board Chairman 
Paul Ciaburri paused to reexamine the diagram of the 
plan. Ciaburri concluded this action won’t stop any future 
action to access that water resource, and he motioned the 
vote that the board approved unanimously. 

The board also approved Rochester Troop 31 
Scout master Kevin Thompson’s request to give away 
“town property.” Town Administrator Glenn Cannon 
explained that one of the four box trailers on the Pine 
Street property that formerly hosted the Rochester 
Country Fair contains scouting equipment that the troop 
no longer wants or needs. The troop, Cannon said, wants 
to just give this equipment away to anyone who wants to 
pick it up. 

The board agreed to this plan, with one 
qualification. Morse said the troop must follow the 
formal procedure of filling out a request form for such a 
giveaway plan. 

In other action, the Select Board approved a new 
policy for flying a flag on one of the two new flagpoles in 
front of Town Hall. The only flags allowed on the poles 
will be the American, state, town or POW flag or the flags 
belonging to the branches of the military services. 

The town’s Appointing Committee, which 
includes the chairs of the Select Board and the Finance 
Committee and the town moderator, appointed Greg 
Hardy to the Personnel Board, Justin Bouley as an 
alternate member of the Finance Committee and James 
Austin as a full Finance Committee member. The Select 
Board also approved the appointments of Lorraine 
Thompson and Sarah Hasbrouck to the town’s Cultural 
Council. 

No future meeting date was scheduled as of this 
report. 


New Marine Resource Officer Introduced 
Mattapoisett Select Board

Isaac Perry, Mattapoisett’s newly appointed 
Marine Resource Officer, was officially introduced to the 
town at the July 11 meeting of the Mattapoisett Select 
Board. 

Doing the introductory honors was Police Chief 
Justin King, who said Perry came highly qualified, 
had been a police officer in the towns of Marion and 
Rochester, a shellfish officer in Dartmouth and a graduate 
of Mass Maritime Academy. 

Perry said that he was impressed by the work 
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ethic of all town employees he has met thus far and how 
helpful everyone has been. He said he is learning the 
“pace of the harbor” and is excited to be in Mattapoisett. 
Perry is a resident of Rochester. 

The board took up the issue of dogs in Shipyard 
Park. Although there has been a local bylaw on the books 
for many years banning dogs from the historic park, it 
was agreed that new signage might help to drive home 
the point. However, the board also concluded that signs 
alone will not stop violators. 

Board members Jodi Bauer and Jordan Collyer 
harkened back to the days when a “matron” patrolled the 
town beach and Shipyard Park, ensuring that rules were 
being obeyed. “She was scary,” chuckled Bauer. 

But the issue is a serious one. The board agreed 
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that enforcement of the bylaw is needed as well as new 
signage. Town Administrator Mike Lorenco will work 
with Perry and Animal Control to develop a plan for 
patrolling of the park. 

Presently, the fine for having one’s dog ina 
restricted area or not picking up after a dog is $10 but can 
reach as much as $500 for repeat offenders. 

Lorenco reported that a contract for the 
development of a new website would cost approximately 
$30,000, and an annual maintenance fee would be 
added. After some discussion, it was determined that a 
Request for Proposal (RFP) will be posted for website 
development, possibly adding features currently 
unavailable. 

They said that the online permitting feature that 
the town was supposed to have from the current provider 
of 17 years has never operated properly. After further 
discussion, the board decided to ask the public what 
features they would like to have available when using the 
town’s website. More to follow on this topic at next Select 
Board meeting. 

Mattapoisett’s public beaches were closed earlier 
in the day when water testing proved bacteria levels were 
high. Member Tyler Macallister said that heavy rainfall 
and subsequent flooding in other parts of the state are 
impacting local waters, “...up and down the coast.” 
Beaches have been closed, he said. 

Lorenco added that the town does not usually 
need to close its beaches, but heavy rains are the issue. 
Lorenco advised the public to check the town’s website 
and Facebook page for updated information. He said 
testing would continue Wednesday, July 12. 

Lorenco also reported that in about six weeks, 
VHB, the town’s engineering consultant for the Village 
Streets Improvement project, would be holding a public 
meeting to roll out the latest plan. He also said the town 
would be meeting with MassDOT to discuss the Route 
6 corridor and possible changes to that heavily traveled 
state roadway. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 


was not scheduled upon adjournment. 
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Tree-Clearing Plan Key to Solar Proposal 
Rochester Planning Board

Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday informally 
reviewed a plan to place a 2.39-megawatt, ground- 
mounted photovoltaic solar array on 12.55 acres of a 30.2- 
acre parcel on Cushman Road. 

Andrew Hamill, representing petitioner Blue 
Wave Solar dba/BWC Snows Pond LLC, said a site-plan- 
review application and Special Permit-review application 
will follow what he introduced as an informal discussion 
prior to submission of a formal proposal. 

Hamill said his engineering firm, Weston & 
Sampson, has already met with the local tech-review 
committee and made suggested changes to the plan, 
specifically breaks in a nearby stonewall for access to the 
back of the property. He noted that the array will be built 
380 feet away from the nearest abutter on Jason’s Way and 
will be surrounded by a 7-foot-tall, vinyl, chain-link fence. 
He said the petitioner will soon file a Notice of Intent with 
the Conservation Commission and a Landscaping Plan. 

Planning Board members asked to see more 
details on the final plans, including tree clearing currently 
proposed. Board Chairman Arnold Johnson said he 
wanted to see fencing more clearly defined on the plan. 
Board member Ben Bailey said he wanted to know more 
about the project’s tree-clearing plan. 

Hamill agreed to comply in future, updated 
plans. “I'll be happy to put some shaded trees where you 
want them,” he said. 

Elsewhere on Tuesday’s agenda, the board’s 
three public hearings ended quickly. The hearing on the 
special permit and site-plan-review application to develop 
a commercial building at 621 County Road to include 
Megan’s Organic Market, a recreational-marijuana retail 
facility, was continued until August 15 because the 
petitioners had failed to notify abutters by certified mail. 

“They will be notified they will have to go back 
and present all their information from the beginning,” 
said Town Planner Nancy Durfee. “It’s in the rules and 
regulations what they have to do.” 

“One hundred percent, they should have known 
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better,” board member Chris Silveira said. 

The petitioners for a plan to locate a native tree 
and perennial nursery on 2.5 acres at 157 Vaughn Hill 
Road asked for and were granted an extension of their 
public hearing to September, as they have decided to hire 
an engineer to formally draft their plan. 

In other meetings with town boards, Tree Talk 
owners Jennifer and Charles Anderson have expressed 
wanting to simplify their business plan as much as 
possible and not spend too much money. As a result, the 
board had urged them to submit a more professionally 
detailed proposal. 

The board then approved a request from Mark 
and Ashley Briggs that their site-plan-review application 
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to construct a building to be used to restore, detail 
and store collectible cars at 0 New Bedford Road be 
withdrawn “without prejudice.” 

The board also approved skipping its next (July 
25) scheduled meeting. The board will meet on Tuesday, 
August 15, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way. 


Pilings Hold up Pier Project 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

After engineer David Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone, Inc., went through a list of changes 
previously requested by the Mattapoisett Conservation 
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Commission for a Notice of Intent filing for proposed 
work at 89 Mattapoisett Neck Road, it was determined 
during Monday night’s public meeting that the case 
would be continued. 

It was noted that the town’s contract agent, 
Brandon Faneuf, had not had an opportunity to make 
a site visit, a necessary site review to ensure plans 
met requirements for the construction of a wharf over 
wetlands. 

The property is owned by A. Mueller Trust 
Declaration. The proposed pier would give the residents 
access to water from which a small boat with shallow 
draft could be launched. Details include 74 feet of fixed 
structure with an additional 28 feet for the gangway and 
float. Plans indicate the use of pressure-treated pilings, 
and that presented a problem for the commission’s newest 
member, David Nicolosi. 

When first presented to the commission during 
the June 26 meeting, Nicolosi broached the subject, saying 
he wasn’t in favor of pressure-treated lumber being used 
because the chemicals would eventually leach into the 
water. On this night, he revisited that concern. 

“It’s a pristine area,” said Nicolosi, referring to 
the shoreline and marine area. He said if the area were a 
marina or other seaside location already closed to shell 
fishing, his opinion might be different. He said there are 
environmentally safe materials that in his opinion, should 
be used. Commissioner Barry Lima agreed. 
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Chairman Mike King turned to Davignon, who 
said he would discuss the matter with his client before 
returning for further review. The filing was continued to 
the commission’s July 24 meeting. 

Also continued until that date was a NOI filed 
by the Crescent Beach Improvement Association. Also 
represented the client on this application, Davignon said 
the organization was seeking permission to widen several 
beach-access streets composed primarily of bordering 
beach grass and sand, as well as perform some beach 
nourishment and seaweed removal. 

Davignon said the goal was to maintain the beach 
for area residents and provide improved emergency 
access to what amounted to pathways to the beach. 

Lima said, if approved, the activity should be 
conditioned so that maintenance equipment not be stored 
on the beach and that refueling not take place on the 
beach. The filing was continued to July 24 to allow for 
commissioners to make a site visit and review proposed 
staking of vegetated areas. Further comments from the 
Department of Environmental Protection are pending. 

A NOI filed by Caroline’s Way Trust, 1 
Goodspeed Island Road, was conditioned for the repair of 
storm-damaged slope and organic seawall. There were no 
comments from the state Department of Environmental 
Protection, Davignon reported, as he represented this 
applicant as well. The project was approved with 
additional conditions of washed cobble stones, sand 
analysis to be performed, no machinery storage on the 
beach and no refueling on the beach. 

Also conditioned was a NOI filed by Andris 
Rieksts and Lisa Francis, 0 Park Place, for the construction 
of a single-family home. 

A Certificate of Compliance intended for Daniel 
Lee III and Tracey Lee, 42 Church Street, was considered 
invalid as work never commenced. This clears the way for 
the selling of the home. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, July 
24, at 6:30 pm. 
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2022 Drought Had Lasting Effects 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee

In a river-monitoring data review that Tata & 
Howard engineer Jon Gregory provided the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Water Supply Protection Advisory 
Committee on Tuesday, a slide presentation illustrated 
that the 2022 drought, combined with high pumping time, 
had lasting effects on area water supply for six to eight 
weeks. 

It wasn’t until September when local rainfall 
finally picked up. 

Gregory displayed graphs showing that one of 
the two wells south of the Mattapoisett Water Treatment 
Plant stayed at the 25% level through the drought while 
the other well did not. In comparison to groundwater 
levels in the fall of 2020, there was a similar drought with 
similar reaction. In October 2021, unusually high rainfall 
affected the groundwater level. Gregory said the FY23 
Annual Report is almost ready to get out to the committee 
members. 

MRV member David Pierce noted that Marion 
has a summer restriction on water usage, while member 
John Furtado said that member town Fairhaven held a 
voluntary ban. “We did okay, considering we didn’t get a 
lot of rain,” said member John Furtado. 

Vinnie Furtado, John’s brother and chairman of 
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the MRV commission and committee, said that Fairhaven 
typically starts with a voluntary ban. 

The MRV is almost at the end of a flushing 
program that has been adding 250 to 350 hundred gallons 
to district usage. John Furtado estimates that the flushing 
will end in mid-August. 

Member Nick Nicholson asked Gregory about 
Well Number 1; the answer is that it came back to proper 
levels.

Pierce asked if the recovery can be traced to 
seasonal visitors leaving the area and usage going down 
as a result. Gregory answered in the affirmative, noting 
that in mid-to-late September usage trails off. That and the 
increase of rainfall, he said, contributed to less pumping 
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at the Water Treatment Plant. 

Customarily meeting 30 minutes before the MRV 
Water District Commission, the heavily overlapped Water 
Supply Protection Advisory Committee also heard from 
Gregory that he plans to go out with David Watling next 
week and download data and inspect level loggers. 

There are still a couple of original level loggers, 
maybe three or four, according to Gregory, who is close 
to swapping them all out for new ones. He said they are 
supposed to have a 10-year life. 

In his Treasurer’s Report to the committee, Mark 
Furtado reported $62.48 in interest from Rockland Trust, 
along with two months’ worth of paid invoices including 
for May: Watling $251.72, Blair Bailey $50, and Tata & 
Howard $2,684.78 for an ending balance of $149,399.30. 
For June, Watling $251.72, Bailey $50, and Tata & Howard 
$3,493.02. An encumbered $150,000 was taken out and left 
out for an ending balance of $145,667.05. 

Jeff Furtado told the committee he does not yet 
have a year-ending balance. When he receives notice 
of Rockland Trust interest for May and June, then the 
committee can close out FY23. 

In Renauld’s absence, the committee voted to 
authorize Vinnie and Jeff Furtado to sign invoices for this 
month so the committee can make its payments. 

Vinnie Furtado gained approval to pay the 
following invoices: Bailey $50, Tata & Howard $5,261.50, 
Watling $251.72, and for Meagan McCarthy’s graph work 
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The Annual Calendar and assessment letters to 
member-town water officials will be addressed at the 
committee’s next meeting. 

The insurance overview that Vinnie Furtado was 
to give the commission will be on next month’s meeting 
agenda. 

During the District Water Commission meeting 
that immediately followed, Vinnie Furtado told the 
commissioners he had in his possession signed invoices 
including individual amounts of $6,300, $4,285 and $5,000. 
The commission voted to approve paying the invoices as 
signed by Water Treatment Plant Manager Henri Renauld, 
who could not attend Tuesday’s meeting. 

Marion representative Meghan Davis reported 
that she has received information that as a result of 
PFAS litigation, the MRV can participate in a nationwide 
Pollution Remedial Expenses case by registering for the 
cost-recovery program without any cost to participate. 

The ensuing discussion yielded no defects in 
Marion or Rochester. Davis said that Marion conducted 
sampling last year. The next round of sampling comes up 
later this month. No details on a timeline for recoveries 
were available; Davis will keep the commission up to 
date. 

Vinnie Furtado reported having met with Brian 
Murphy of HUB regarding Water Treatment Plant 
insurance and went over the imminent facility upgrade. 
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He said HUB may wish to increase the premium. An 
invoice has been received on the new fiscal year. 

The commission approved a $21,000 amendment 
to the Engineering Agreement for the Water Treatment 
Plant Upgrade per out-of-scope work that Gregory 
reported, primarily in working with the emergency SRF 
funding, getting submittals to MassDEP, preparing the 
application, satisfying water requirements and related 
procurement matters. 

In his Water Treatment Plant Project Update, 
Gregory reported that procurement docs are currently 
out to bid. Tata & Howard is presently working through 
an addendum for exceptions and questions. Originally 
scheduled for July 12, the bid is opening scheduled for 
Wednesday, July 19, at 1:00 pm. Gregory said Tata & 
Howard is also working on the permitting piece. 

In his Tata & Howard Report, Gregory said the 
FY24 Water Treatment Plant chemical bid process yielded 
responses regarding citric acid and sodium hydroxide, 
but no bids were received for liquid oxygen or propane. 
Renauld will proceed with the awards. 

Pierce asked what happens if there are no bids. 
Gregory said it would become a negotiation with the 
vendor. 

The next meetings of the MRV Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee / District Commission are 
scheduled for Tuesday, August 8, at 3:30 pm and 4:00 pm, 
respectively. 


Cushing Looking at Solar 
Marion Energy Management Committee

Heretofore, the name of the game for the Marion 
Energy Management Committee has been patient, 
thorough research, interaction with state agencies and 
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grant organizers, presentations on energy-related matters 
and a lot of waiting. 

Be it a utility company like Eversource or 
responses from town government on the committee’s 
initiatives and proposals, the EMC is accustomed to 
meeting to check its messages, share any new ideas and 
try again in a couple of weeks. 

There has been major progress in the mission 
to cut electricity consumption in accordance with the 
state’s prescribed 20% goal that triggers greater grant 
opportunities, but regarding the EMC’s efforts to get a 
solar project built at Benson Brook, for instance, it’s been a 
slow go. 

The tenor of the committee’s conversation was 
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noticeably different on Monday night as the members 
tried to organize a response to a request that Chairman 
Christian Ingerslev said has come in from Town 
Administrator Geoff Gorman. 

Thus, a special meeting to discuss a potential 
solar array at the Cushing Community Center. It was 
hoped by the membership that Gorman would attend the 
Zoom-only meeting. 

“J think he’s looking at the new extension (of the 
senior center) and Parking Lot 2. He wants some advice 
fairly quickly, so we need to agree on what we think is 
most viable. We really need to get some estimates coming 
in,” said Ingerslev. 

The committee, comprised of Ingerslev, Jennifer 
Francis, Tom Friedman, Eileen Marum, Alanna Nelson 
and Bill Saltonstall, has been relentless in its pursuit not 
only relative to energy and cost-saving opportunities 
for the town but with a view toward future-is-now 
technologies, such as electric vehicles, charging stations 
and conversion of fossil-fuel furnaces at municipal 
buildings to electric-powered heat pumps. 

Climate conscious and mindful as to rising 
tides, the committee has been diligent in its effort 
to research and present the town’s decision makers 
with the most up-to-date information possible as the 
Marion builds two major facilities, anew Department 
of Public Works operations center and the new Marine 
Center (harbormaster.) The EMC was very public but 
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unsuccessful in its effort to influence net-zero energy 
designs in the two projects. 

A solar array at Cushing Community Center, it 
turns out, is more about logistics both in terms of what to 
do (or not) and how to make it happen. 

Saltonstall, who was in attendance Monday night, 
along with Ingerslev, Francis and Friedman, told the 
committee he has contacted PowerOptions, Inc., a Boston- 
based, nonprofit energy-buying consortium that “delivers 
savings and predictability on energy costs to nonprofits 
and the public sector across New England.” 

“I was a little late getting the gas news out to 
them, but they now have all the town data on electrical 
and gas accounts,” said Saltonstall, referring to the Mass 
Energy Insight program. 

Financing is one aspect of such a project, the 
one is equally daunting because the senior center off of 
Route 6 is surrounded by trees that can easily block direct 
sunlight from maximizing the potential of a roof-solar 
installation. 

“We have to be careful not to place where they 
will be shaded, obviously, and I hope the job is completed 
in one step with one company,” said Saltonstall, who 
had two companies install different parts of his home 
array and wound up needing separate meters, etc. “T 
heard they’re planning a new roof for the Community 
Center, we should coordinate with that ... get plans and 
budgeting done beforehand. I think it’s a great idea, and 
we should help Geoff any way we can.” 

While Saltonstall said PowerOptions is eager to 
work with Marion, negotiating the best lease arrangement 
would likely involve letting other companies make their 
own pitch. 

“It'll be hard to make specific recommendations 
(to Gorman) until we have a couple of proposals,” said 
Francis. “I think we can be pretty sure that the payback 
time ... is in the six, seven-year range. It would not include 
structure for the canopy to which the panels would 
apply.” 

Whether the design favors roof solar or a parking- 
lot canopy, Saltonstall reiterated that the tall trees at the 
property line to the former Lockheed Martin property 
throw substantial shade that has to be avoided to be a 
successful project. 

Ingerslev raised the question as to whether a 
ground-mounted solar array would require the changing 
of a bylaw. “I don’t think the bylaws allow that at the 
moment,” he said, noting he has suggested a change in 
the bylaws. 

According to committee members, the removal 
of trees is not only a costly enterprise, it can nullify the 
benefits of solar panels because their ability to sequester 
carbon cannot be easily replicated by new plantings. 

“The relative environmental value of a large 
tree versus the panels it might shade, I tried to figure it 
out several times,” said Friedman. “Depending on the 
estimates you use, it can go one way or another. A large 
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healthy tree is one way of fighting CO2.” 

Ingerslev said he researched the effect of taking 
down a tree on his property and learned that “the 
payback is eight to 10 years ... it’s just not worth it.” 

“If you're talking about replacing the carbon from 
that tree, it takes decades. Taking down trees is a pretty 
bad idea,” said Francis. 

“New trees just can’t sequester carbon as well as a 
healthy, mature tree,” agreed Friedman. 

Wherever a solar array goes at the Community 
Center, it will need strategic placement working within 
the confines of the tree-lined property. 

While the center is aged, Saltonstall noted 
it is a truss-type structure and might be receptive to 
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reinforcement. 

Friedman suggested that Nelson’s expertise in 
funding matters and her communication with the Cape 
and Vineyard Electric Cooperative (CVEC) would be 
helpful. 

It was agreed that Saltonstall will craft a letter, 
to be reviewed by Ingerslev before going to Gorman, 
summarizing Monday’s meeting, the EMC’s overall 
support of a solar project at the Community Center 
and suggestions on actions Gorman can take to get the 
committee’s involvement into a higher gear. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for Monday, July 
24, at 6:00 pm. 


‘Junk’ Yards Running out of Time 
Rochester Board of Health

After inspections sparked by complaints of 
rodents in the area, Rochester’s Board of Health is giving 
the owners of 373 and 375 County Street 30 days to clean 
up their litter-filled properties or face court-mandated 
penalties. 
Rochester Health Director Karen Walega reported 
to the board at its July 5 meeting that 373 County had 
a junk-filled yard that included 13 or emptier propane 
tanks. The owner of 375 County Street suffered from a 
similar problem but also included two pet rabbits that had 
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to be taken away by the animal control officer. 

Walega said her department sent out 30-day 
notices on June 30. The Board of Health will determine 
the next step after 30 days have passed, at its August 2 
meeting. If the cleaning does not happen by then, Walega 
said, we'll have to go to Housing Court.” 

Health board member Sarah Tisdale Eby noted 
there is so much junk that it is blocking the entrance to the 
house. 

Referring to the owner of 373 County, board 
member Dale Barrows added, “He’s a junk man. But it’s a 
public-safety issue.” 

Next, the board discussed communication 
issues with town counsel during these kinds of cases.

Walega said it has been difficult communicating with 
representatives of Mead, Talerman & Costa, LLC, which 
replaced Blair Bailey as the town’s legal counsel this 
year. She said that when she sends emails to the firm 
with documentation important to a case, she cannot 
be certain it has been received as it takes days to get a 
response. When she went to court on a case, the firm’s 
representative could not attend. 

“I’m not happy with the representation of this 
firm,” Walega said. 

Town Administrator Glenn Cannon agreed, 
saying he, too, has seen less response from Mead, 
Talerman & Costa, LLC, than the town’s prior legal 
counsel, who often worked within Town Hall. Cannon 
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said he will speak to the law firm’s representatives about 
that. Our response times from them are unacceptable. We 
need our response times to be better,” he said. 

In other business, the board tabled action on 
a request to install a proposed compost toilet at Tree 
Talk Natives, a native tree and perennial nursery at 157 
Vaughn Hill Road. Health board members said they 
need more information and that a better plan for the new 
business would be a porta-potty trailer costing $1,500 and 
up to rent. 

In other meetings with town boards, Tree Talk 
Natives owners Jennifer and Charles Anderson have 
expressed wanting to simplify their business plan as 
much as possible and not spend too much money. Health 
board members said they might be out of luck if they’re 
hoping to skimp on this detail of their plan. “For the 
public, for children visiting there, they will need working 
toilets,” board member Glenn Lawrence said. 

The board then discussed adding new provisions 
to the town’s tobacco regulations. Barrows said the board 
needs a conversation with Megan DeCosta, its consultant 
on tobacco regulations. The board agreed to invite 
DeCosta to its next meeting on August 2. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Health is scheduled for Wednesday, August 2, at 4:00 pm 
at Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way. 


Value in Raindrops Caught 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust 
By Mick Colageo 

Susan Miller brought an idea to the Marion 
Affordable Housing Trust on Tuesday night, and Terri 
Santos may have identified the missing link to make it 
work. 

During the public meeting held at the Police 
Station, the two AHT members expressed interest in a 
collaboration that would put free rain barrels in the hands 
of financially stressed Marion homeowners. They could 
use the water in their gardens and yards. 

Miller told the AHT that she contacted the 
Town of Mattapoisett, which had participated in Great 
American Rain Barrel project. Marion was late to that 
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party, but Miller recommended meeting with the Marion 
Conservation Commission in February offering the 
program to the town. She said Mattapoisett distributed 
between 30 and 60 rain-catching barrels. 

In the meeting packet distributed on Tuesday 
were display advertisements from two big-box stores 
in neighboring Wareham. They featured different barrel 
designs and options with a price range from below $50 
(collapse-able) to over $130. 

Imagining a process in which the AHT would 
contact residents and give them choices followed by their 
selections, Miller would go to one of the stores and place 
an order. 

Miller considered Community Preservation 
Act funding via the town’s Community Preservation 
Committee, but Santos said that cannot happen this year. 
She did, however, note that the AHT has approximately 
$8,000 in a cash account that could become a funding 
source for the barrels. She said such a program would 
necessarily be opened to everyone in town, and the AHT 
would not be allowed to confine availability to low- 
income housing. 

Miller said representatives of the Great American 
Rain Barrel program are willing to participate in a Zoom 
call. 

“If we're using our own money, it doesn’t have 
to be deed restricted,” said Santos, noting that the CPC 
money would require research. 

AHT member Toby Ast suspects that projects 
qualifying for CPA funding are permanently fixed to the 
ground. He said he will look to confirm the rules with 
CPC Chairman Jeff Doubrava. 

“The real problem is getting the water into the 
rain barrel,” said AHT member Norm Hills, who has a 
rain barrel and said they are a challenge to operate. 

An update on this topic will be included on the 
AHT’s next meeting agenda. 

The other agenda item drawing substantial 
discussion is the AHT’s desire to revise the town’s bylaw 
on Accessory Apartments. 

As someone who has spent much of the 
last several years examining Marion’s bylaws, Hills 
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recommended sifting out items that are addressed in 
other bylaws under different definitions. 

“They all need to be put together. They’ve all 
been added over years and they don’t work together,” 
said Hills, the chair of Marion’s Bylaw Codification 
Committee. He noted that any bylaw change must go 
through Town Counsel. “There’s always a legal aspect 
that may not be anything we talked about.” 

Hills described the problem with bylaw 
amendments as “boobytraps that have been there for 
years. ... We need to make sure that the bylaws are 
enforceable by the Building commissioner (Bob Grillo.)” 

Hills said he will dig into the Accessory 
Apartment Bylaw and will propose an edit based on 
feedback from the AHT members. 

Santos would like to set a time to meet with Grillo 
and hopes to bring the bylaw to Fall Town Meeting. 

In other action, the members voted to recommend 
that the Select Board appoint Eileen Marum to the AHT. 

Hills will also field comments from members 
and propose an update to Santos’ first draft of a letter 
to former Select Board member and Water /Sewer 
commissioner John Waterman, who wrote the Planning 
Board to recommend that Marion scrap its Affordable / 
Inclusionary Housing Bylaw.

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Tick Talk 
By Emily Field, MSN, RN 

There is definitely an uptick in tick-borne illnesses 
this season. 

Tick-borne diseases, namely Lyme, Babesiosis and 
Anaplasmosis, can affect people of any age. Please know 
to expect ticks here in Mattapoisett and in neighboring 
towns. 

Ticks live in grassy, brushy, or wooded areas 
and on animals. When you and your pet spend time in 
wooded areas, whether it be camping, gardening, or 
simply playing in the backyard, you will likely be in close 
contact with ticks. 

How can we prevent being bitten by an infected 
tick? 

Know where to expect ticks. Ticks are known 
to live in shady, moist areas at ground level. They cling 
to tall grass, brush and shrubs, usually no more than 
18-24 inches off the ground. They also live in lawns and 
gardens, especially at the edges of woods and around 
stonewalls. Ticks do not jump or fly and are not known to 
drop onto passing people or animals. Rather, ticks transfer 
to humans and animals by direct contact. 

-Stay on clear, well-traveled trails. 

-Avoid contact with tall grasses and vegetation. 

-Wear light-colored clothing to spot ticks easily. 

-Wear repellent with DEET, picaridin, or lemon eucalyptus 
oil.

Some years after the retention ponds were built, 
during the years 2016-1017, concern that the lack of 
frequent maintenance of encroaching vegetation would 
impact the system led to a community supported effort to 
rehabilitate the stormwater control feature. 

An informal plan was drawn by Davis Land 
Design, Inc. showing a frequently mowed & maintained 
area. The plan included a wide mowed walking path to 
keep the area from being overtaken by invasives. The

We applaud Dr. Howard’s suggestion of a 
waste bag dispenser. In fact, several years ago we 
provided and continue to stock one. We would welcome 
informational signage referencing the delicate nature 
of the area. Education around stormwater and our 
delicate ecosystems is critically important and should be 
presented whenever appropriate, as we do on other local 
public lands. 

There are at present 2 openings to the area, one 
at each end of the fence surrounding the currently well- 
maintained areas. These openings were created by DPW 
to facilitate their entry with large mowers. I can see how 
there might be some confusion about the best entry point 
for those who drive in to walk their dogs. I live close by so 
have always walked in at the North end of the path which 
means that I don’t have to enter the parking lot. Perhaps 
a sign clarifying how to enter or a designated spot for dog 
owners to park would solve that issue. 

I believe we can all agree that healthy ecosystems 
and abundant wildlife are part of what we love about this 
space. I feel confident that any and all dog owners would 
be heartily supportive of the bylaw - referenced penalties 
levied on any individual who might allow their dog to 
harass resident species. 

While we agree that presently the Board of 
Health has no jurisdiction in this matter, it goes without 
saying that clear detection of high percentages of dog- 
related waste in Sprague’s Cove would warrant further 
discussion.

Are You There, God? It’s Me, Margaret. Starring 
Abby Ryder Fortson and Rachel McAdams. 
Directed by Kelly Fremon Craig. Running time: 
106 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now available 
on physical and streaming home media. 

Margaret Simon, the 11-year-old protagonist 
of Judy Blume’s lovely 1970 YA novel Are You 
There, God? It’s Me, Margaret, would be 64 now. Just 
thought you should sit with that for a bit. For all her 
flailing and misery and drama — indeed, because of 
all that — Margaret has been an icon to millions of 
pre-teen girls (and not a few pre-teen boys; I read 
it as a kid when I was deep into Blume, hooked on 
her by Tales of a Fourth-Grade Nothing) for over half 
a century. The warm and generous movie version, 
written and directed by Kelly Fremon Craig (Edge of 
Seventeen), didn’t do very well in theaters, but I hope 
it’ll make up for it at home. It deserves all the love, 
belated or otherwise, it can get. 

Margaret (Abby Ryder Fortson) is obsessed 
with growing up. She wants her bra to fill out and 
she wants her period. She will get these things, but 
the agony is that no one can tell her when. Partly 
her preoccupation is due to her circle of friends, in 
a “secret club” called the Pre-Teen Sensations. The 
girls are all waiting for the same thing, and one of 
them, Nancy Wheeler (Elle Graham), is possibly 
not to be believed when she confides how far along 
the path she is. We’ve all met Nancys — not a mean 
girl, exactly, but insecure and desperate to get big 
and womanly and sophisticated, not awkward and 
gauche like kids are at that age. Mainly the desire 
is to impress boys, who are their own kinds of 
awkward idiot. 

Margaret wants those life milestones, but 
doesn’t seem to know why she wants them. Because 
she’s supposed to want them, I think. Near the 
end — spoilers, I suppose, for those who never 
read the book — Margaret finds herself poised at a

new beginning, and her mother (Rachel McAdams) 
recognizes it’s also the end of something, and they 
both cry and laugh for different reasons. Kelly 
Fremon Craig has a light, good-hearted touch; she 
doesn’t push anything too hard, knowing that the 
level of drama in Margaret's life — which arguably 
hits its peak when her Jewish grandma on her 
dad’s side (Kathy Bates) faces off with her maternal 
grandparents, who are fundamentalist Christians 
— doesn’t need amplifying. Craig doesn’t chuckle 
at it all condescendingly, either. She knows that 
while none of this is the end of the world, it very 
much feels that way to an 11-year-old girl. Craig 
gets emotionally transparent, lived-in performances 
from everyone, though Benny Safdie as Margaret's 
Jewish dad sometimes feels distant from the 1970 
era, mainly the way he inflects phrases like “Really? 
Wow,” which sounds like how a millennial from 
today would say it. 

We spend most of our time with Abby Ryder 
Fortson, who brings us effortlessly into Margaret’s 
conflicting feelings. Blume’s episodic structure 
leaves room for Margaret to have any number of 
awakenings, including one where she resolves 
her jealousy of a taller, more developed classmate, 
who turns out to be a lonely girl sick of being 
gossiped about. In this way Blume, who also wrote 
an early anti-bullying book Blubber, encouraged 
compassion towards anyone whose story we didn’t 
yet know. The movie follows her lead with an easy 
and graceful step. Are You There, God isn’t trying to 
be anything overwhelming or major, and it isn’t, 
but there used to be a place at the table for small 
charmers like this. I hope there still is.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

As I’ve written before, the Marion and 
Mattapoisett sections of Rochester were involved 
in shipbuilding. Many of these ships were whalers 
beginning in 1771 with the “Defiance” and ending in 1878 
with the “Wanderer.” Most were built in the years prior to 
Mattapoisett and Marion separating from Rochester. 

While many of the whalers built in this area were 
destined to sail from other ports, others set sail from 
Marion and Mattapoisett harbors. For the most part, these 
voyages didn’t bring in a lot of profit for their owners. 
The trips tended to be shorter than those of other whalers 
and a “good catch” for these vessels was 300 -400 barrels, 
rather than the thousands brought home from longer 
trips. 

Mary Hall Leonard in her book, “Mattapoisett 
and Old Rochester”, suggests that a reason for the lower 
numbers was that the ships were “outfitted too well.” 
The crews for these voyages were local men and boys of 
the village. The owners may have spent more on stocking 
meals for the crew because they would have to face 
them once they returned home. The people of Nantucket 
and New Bedford were said to refer to these whaling 
expeditions as “Plum Pudding Voyages.” 

In our files at the museum, I found an interesting 
paper that detailed signals that were sent from the bark, 
John A. Parker. The John A. Parker was a 342 ton bark 
built by W. Barstow in 1852.
